In Effort to Fight Abstract 
‘Trust’ Tract Books Are 
Being Rewritten. 


ONLY MUNICIPAL PLANT 


Fifty-seven men are working nights in 
the office of County Recorder Joseph M. 
Connery rewriting tract books. 

Mr. Connery asserted yesterday that 
when this work is finished the county’s al - 
Stract plant probably will be the most 
complete and up to date in the United 
States, perhaps in the world. 

The county plant, in which $1,500,000 
has been invested, is a public ownership 
venture such as few other large cities 
have. | 
Mr. Connery pointed to the rewriting of 
the tract books as an illustration of his 
effort to fight the “ abstract trust.” 


Fight Against Monopoly. 
“Cook county is the only competitor 
of the present monopoly of private ab- 
stracting,” the recorder said, referring to 
the Chicago Title and Trust company, 
“and as such it is the sole protector of the 
publio against exorbitant charges. 

“ The recorder’s office will sell you an 
abstract of title from 40 to SO per cent 
cheaper than that furnished by private 
enterprise. For comparison: Suppose 
your abstract shows two instruments and 
a certificate. The private abstract com- 
pany would charge you $8. The recorder’s 
fee would be $4. 

“Were it not for the fact that Cook 
county maintains a complete set of tec- 
ords for recording purposes the private 
company would have unlimited oppor- 
tunity to charge as much as it desires, as 
only recently it acquired all of the other 
tract books maintained by severe! other 
companies. 

“ The recorder’s abstract of title is mer- 
chantable under a law of comparatively 
recent enactment. It is guaranteed, and 
there is a substantial indemnity fund. 


Orders Are Increasing. 

“ Our abstracts are now being genera- 
ally accepted by lawyers and real estate 
men and they are being ordered from the 
recorder in larger numbers than ever 
before. 

“ The private abstract company, out of 
the abstract fee charge, pays 10 per cent 
commission to real estate men and law. 
yers who bring business to the counters. 
This is a serious factor so far as com 
petition between the private company

May Be United States’ Problems. - 
Remember that one-eighth of Canada’s 
population has migrated from the United 
States since 1900; that they live under | 
social and political and economic cor#i- 
tions very similar to our own; that war 
affects them as it would us, and that Can- 
adians are answering today questions we 
may be asking ourselves tomorrow. 7 

Canada wes unprepared, secure in her 
isolation, busy growing big and making 
money without a thought of world con- 
filct. 

Wherefore the battlegrounds of Europe 
ean offer for the United States no broader, 
richer field for instruction than does: 
Canada at war—nor a more humanly in- 
teresting one. 

With this thought I was told to see all 
I could see in Canada and write all I saw 
—fairly and impartially. This I shall try 
to do. 


Populace Cheers Troops. .. 
When Burope boiled over I happened 
to be sojourning in Montreal and Ottawa, 
and eaw for myself how the Dominion 
answered the first call of the mother coun- 
try. I paw an unmilitary and peaceful’ 
people swept off their feet by martial en- 
thusiasm; men marching, bands playing,. 
British flags flying, the populace wildly 
cheering as Canada went to war. 
Thirty-five thousand men voiunteered, 
were equipped, given preliminary train- 
ing, and started overseas in six weeks, 
Men fought for places in the recruiting 
lines. Sons ef millionaires went as of- 
ficers, if they could. as privates, if they’ 
must, but they went. 

Some appeared at the mobilization in 
their motors and enlisted their valets or 
chauffeurs as fellow privates, paid to wait . 
on them in camp. Men at the head of 
great corporations abandoned $20,0@) eal- 
aries to go to the front. 


University Men Enlist. 

Universities stripped their faculties of 
doctors, dentjets, chemists, and engi- 
neers; student bodies gave half their num- 
bers to go overseas or enter training for 
officers’ positions in later contingents. 
Bankers, brokers, doctors, lawyers, 
judges, editors, butchers, bakers, clerks, 
laborers, wane to drilling nights for home 
guard service and later enlistment. 
The shirker and the stay at home were 
undiscovered, unnoticed, in the first rush 
to arms. Color, dash, enthusiasm attend- 
ed at every step the early mobilization. 


Superficial Aspect Changes. 

On the anniversary of the declaration 
of war I returned to find the superficial 
aspects of Canada marvelously changed.

No More Demonstrations. 

But it is all done soberly and without 
noise. Occasionally at night you hear fife 
énd drum and the shouting of military 
commands. A regiment of Highlander 
recruits, picturesque in their swishing 
kilties, is on a night practice march. Fol- 
lowing them may come men and boys 
drilling for home guard duty. 

The music quickens your step and livens 
your spirit, but it seems to have no effect 
at all on the sidewalk throngs, to which 
it has be-ome commonplace. . 

There is no longer a demonstration 
when Tommy Atkins goes away to the 
war. He slips silently down to the water 
front or the railroad station after mid- 
night or in the dull gray of dawn to avoid. 
the scenes that attended the first em- 
barkations. 

Wills are made and good-bys are said 
tearlessly, though with the feeling—since 
the slaughter at Langemarck and Festu- 
bert—that return is improbable. 

The wer has become personal and real 
since 11,000 Canadians have fallen, but

Visitor Notes Change. 

The visitor who has seen Canada at the 
outbreak of the war and now must notice 
these changed conditions must feel the so- 
bered atmosphere.

Does it mean that Canada’s loyalty is 
weakening? Does it signify that the

First impressions gained from these su- 
perficial indications might lead the casual 
observer to such conclusion. But he 
doesn’t know his Canada; he hasn't seen 
beneath the surface. - 


Necessary for Apreciation. 
To appreciate what Canada is at war

of a total crop estimated at 220,000,000 to

I went down to Harrogate, the chief 
mater cure town of England, a short time 
ago, and had an opportunity both then 
end afterwards of making some studies 
of what England is iike in wartime. At 
fret sight there were plenty of things to 
make. you think that there was really 
very little change In the demeanor or the 
gppeerance of the people. 

Harrogate was full almost to suffoca- 
tion. It was impossible to get a room in 
any of the great hotels; some of them 
were booked up for weeks ahead. This, 
ef course, is one of the results of the war. 
Few persons are going even to France 
and nobody, of course, to Germany or 
Austria. Indeed, most of the people who 
gsed to find their yearly cure and rest in 
places like Carisbad and Marienbad have 
yowed that they will never go there or to 
apy other Austrian or German resort 
again. 

Bands Playing; Shops Busy. 

The streets were crowded; the bands 
playing three or four times a day; the 
ghops doing an excellent business; even 
the jeweler$ and the picture dealers, I 
was told, were reaping an excellent har- 
yest. The hotel proprietors were all 
beaming with their full houses and big 
bile. Everything made you inclined to 
ask yourself several times whether it 
was really possible that England was at 
war, or, if she were, that she entirely 
realized it. 

But when you went @ little below the 
surface you found plenty of evidence that 
though she was determined not to be in- 
terrupted in her ordinary occupations or 
amusements, England ali the same real- 
ized her terrific job. Now and then you 
met people, too, who were certainly far 
from confident.

ALONG THE DARDANELLES. 


Reports from the Gallipoli peninsula 
during the week indicate that the allies 
are preparing the way for a supreme ef- 
fort to force the narrow channel lead- 
ing to Constantinople. The recent land 
ing in Suvio bay in a flanking movement 
farther up the penineula has resulted in 
widening the battle front for the deploy- 
ing of larger forces, which are being con- 
stantly added to at the various bases on 
the islands in the Algean sea. The two 
Italian expeditions, estimated at from 
800,000 to 400,000 men, ye not been 
heard from. The allies reported to 
have landed heavy guns for reducing the 
forts on the narrows. Reinforcements 
from Kitchener's new army are believed 
also to be within striking distance of the 
Gallipoli peninsula. In fact, all informa- 
tion that has filtered through the Eurn- 
pean censors indicates that the allies 
have realized finally that the task along 
the Dardanelles calls for the greatest ex- 
peditionary force ever sent against an 
enemy. 

The grand assault by the fleets of Eng- 
land and France proved futile and the 
months of land fighting that followed 
gave the allies only a precarious footirk, 
on the lower tip of the peninsula before 
Krithia and the Athi Baba heights on a 
front of about four miles. Only the ar- 
tillery of the navy saved Sir Ian Hamil- 
ton's forces from annihilation. The Aus- 
traliane and New Zealanders held a little 
foothold on the beach at Anzac, support- 
ed by the fleet. The Suvia bay landing, 
fifteen miles up the peninsula and the 
establishment of the Anafarta frentalong 
ai arc $f over twelve miles, connécting 
with the Anzac sector, makes it possible 
toemploy an overwhelming force against

It would be a sorry fact if American public 


judgment. could be shaped by the views expressed 


- most conspicuously at the convention of the Friends 
ef Peace, just adjourned. 


The proceedings of the 
convention were directed by two influences, that of 
a characteristically gullible, though sincere, pacifism 


aud that of foreign nationalism. 
Of the first influence there is little to be said. It 


is am inevitable expression of idealism unchecked 


‘by common sense and, though vociferous and by no 


means impotent for mischief, we may depend upon 
the main current of sensible public oie to miti- 
gate its worst effects, 

The other influence, that of foreign nationalism, 
is a matter, for the time being at least, more serious 
aud more sinister. For the movement to affect 
American opinion favorably toward the Ger- 
magic allies, apart from some of its meth- 
ods and expressions, Americans who are not 
blindly partisan must have a good deal of sym- 
pathy. It is entirely legitimate and entirely desir- 
able that the German case shouid be stated as fully 


- as possible in the United States, and that men of 


German blood and men who honor and believe in 


most extreme, most palpably partisan, 


Germanic culture or kultur or in the justice cf 
Germany's action should make themselves heard 
throughout the country. 

But more than this may be said on behalf of the 
pro-German propaganda. The suddenness of the 
war's outbreak, the diplomacy immediately pre- 
ceding, and the invasion of Belgium raised 
a tidal wave of hostility against Germany through- 
out the country. The press was almost unan- 
imous in its violent, sweeping, and conclusive 
condemnation. For a brief time German-Amer- 


jean opinion was stunned, but then came the. 


inevitable protest. Where the judgment was 
in New 
York, there was a desperate attempt to counteract 
its effect and there, where pro-ally partisanship is 
still most unbalanced and extreme, an organized 
counter movement on behalf of the German cause 
had its rise. That it has been in some of its phases 
violent, fll conceived, and from a single minded 
American point of view extremely offensive, has 
been pointed out before and bas been openly de- 
plored by the more rational and loyal German- 
Americans. An organization whose purpose it is to 
force -political action restricting free American in- 
dustry in order to benefit a European power is not 
merely un-American but anti-American. It is an 
invasion of American rights. Its members are not 
acting as Americans. They forfeit the right to be 


heard as Americans, and they injure their own 


cause. E. : 
But the American public, however it resents and 
wi)! vigorously oppose all organized efforts to im- 
pose European issues upon our politics and our 
policies, will be careful not to ignore the fmct that 
there is also a powerful current of influence which 
eéeks to shape our policies favorably to Great 


Britain.

Untrained American esiee made itself immortal 
at Concord and on Bunker Hill. At New Orleans 
the frontiersman with his rifle and his coonskin 
cap conquered the seasoned veterans of Welling- 
ton’s army. Ergo, all that we need today is our 
naked valor and anything wé can contrive to lay 
hands on when a modern Paul Revere summons 
us from our peaceful slumber.

As his wife’s barony was anterior to his own, she 
continued to call herself Lady Stratheden, while 
he accompanied her everywhere under the name 
of Lord Campbell, a practice which gave rise to 
some confusion and all sorts of amusing contre- 
temps, especially when the couple happened to be 
traveling togetHer in the rural districts of Eng- 
land oF on the continent, when much difficulty 
was experienced.in convincing the regpectable 
innkeepers that Lord Campbell and Lady Strath- 
eden were really husband and wife. Nor was it 
until the death of the couple that both peerages 
were united in their eldest son, who became Lord 
Stratheden and Campbell. |

E intend to foster peace and friendship between the United States 
and Germany. We intend to support any administration which 
acts according to this principle, to fight any administration which 
antagonizes it. We shall try to propagate adequate ideas about 
| German character and culture, without underestimating what we 
owe to other nations and without isolating ourselves from them stubbornly 
and overbearingly. If really German and American interests should ever 
come to be irreconcilable, we are resolved to prove gcod Americans, but just 
because we are resolved to any patriotic sacrifice we shall try to prevent 
such an eventuality with all legal means. We cannot allow without protest 
that the president, in absence of the congress, binds the country and drives 
it into a war for which there is not the slightest necessity and which for 
both nations would mean a terrible disaster. 

This danger threatens us constantly. On the Cymtic, which carried 
heaps of ammunition to England, there was one single American passenger, 
a gentleman from Buffalo. Germany, says Mr. Wilson, must allow this 
ammunition to get to England, because the gentleman from Buffalo thinks

As we swept into the highroad along the Meuse river our cars were held 
up by a long line of troops being shifted from some position on the front 
They were brown, bearded, not very tidy fellows, marching along a: their 
ease, some of them reading newspapers as they trampe“, thus getting the 
first news of what had been gqing on over the vast line of which they 
themselves were a small unit..Our road ran past a large aerodrome, which 
has become a familiar feature of the military zone, then left the level valley 
of the Meuse, where some companies of cavalry were exercising—there are 
large bodies of cavalry everywhere behind the lines waiting for their chance 
—and mounted the first “cote,” or rise of land, to the little village of C., 
which is occupied by the regiment that holds this sector of trenches. 
Here we left the automobiles, inspected some cleverly constructed cave 
houses in the lee of the rising hill, which would be useful in case the Ger- 
man batteries ever found C. and made it too hot for housing troops. These 
“abris,” or shelters, were tunneled by a company of miners from the north, 
the coal and iron mine district of France, and they were quite elaborate, with 
double entrances, concealed ventilating shafts, and water. From what I 
have seen in the construction of similar sheltered underground quarters, it 
is safe to say that the French troops will pass a much more comfortable 
second winter in the trenches than the last one. They have dug themselves 
in literally not only for the defense but for homes! Leaving this shell proof 
burrow, of which the officers were very proud, but which probably will 
never be used, like so many of the defensive works behind the lines, we 
mounted the sloping hill. The rough field was torn here and there by shells 
and looked as if pitted with woodchuck holes. At the summit was a thin 
line of woods in which French batteries were concealed. 
They began their morning exercises as we traversed @ wood path to 
the opposite side gf the hill, fring “seventy-fiyes” over our heads at the 
German artillery positions on the next hill to the nortth. Looking through 
the underbrush on the edge of the wood, we got our first view of the actual 
front, of trenches and barbed wire entanglement. That summer Sunday 
morning it was all so still and motionless in those open green fields crossed 
and ribbed by fresh earth lines that marked the ditches in which were 
hundreds of waiting soldiers! Except for the intermittent shelling from 
either side there was no sign of life whatsoever, and I may say that the 
abiding impression I got at every point of the front which I visited was that 
of a deadly, awful stillness or rather emptiness ‘of landscape; there was 
noise enough from perpetual shelling, but not a sign of life. In the new 
warfare men keep themselves wholly concealed except on the occasional 
dashes from trench to trench, usually at night. “

This was the real front! These lateral earth lines along the gentle

This double tenancy fs possible because of the perpetual windings of «a 
trench. In places dead bodies still lay between the trenches, caught in the 
barbed wire maze, and others had been buried in the trench walls them- 
sclves, There was not a gap anywhere in the weaving earth lines. There is 
not literally a gwp anywhere from Switzerland to the North sea in the line 
of barbed wire and earth ditch, except at the crossings of the streams. One 
glance is sufficient to explain why neither side has made greater progress.

Dessalines, the first president and the man who is revered 
by all Haitians as the savior of their country, though he 
was one of the most inhuman monsters that ever breathed, 
was assassinated.

Toussaint Is Exiled. 

’ Now the scene grows frightful and tearfully bloody, 
but war is always cruel and now it was an almost in- 
human, mad attempt on the part of the people against 
the oppressor. Battles raged on every inch of ground. The 
French were driven back to the boats. Then they took to 
lies. They promised all things to the blacks and told 
them that Toussaint was their enemy and not to trust 
him. And they believed what the French had to say, and 
it was not long before Toussaint was alone, utterly de- 
serted. 

The question then arose as to what had better be done 
with Toussaint. He vouldn't be left on the island. He 
was by far too dangerous a person. So the only thing 
left to do was to exile him. Napoleon again attended to 
matters carefully that there might be no mistake. He 
was sent from the island to France and from there 
thrown into a dungeon in the Castle of St. Joux. His 
cell was twelve feet by twenty, entirely of stone, with a 
diminutive window high up on the side and commanding 
a view of the snow covered ridges of Switzerland. An 
icy dungeon this, in which to throw a man from the 
tropics, accustomed to the climate of one of the most per- 
fect countries in the world. 

After Toussaint was here another question rose—the 
question of how to kill him in the easiest and most nat- 
ural manner. He could not be assassinated or poisoned, 
for that might rouse the natives of the far away San 
Domingo, once they heard of it. He must be made away 
with in some quiet and unostentatious fashion. Starva- 
tion, of course, slow starvation, that might not be de- 


tected. The jailer obeyed his instructions along this line.

“TI would call him Napoleon, but Napoleon mad: his 
way to empires over broken oaths and through a sea of 
blood. This man never broke his word. I would call 
bim Cromwell, but Cromwell was only a soldier and the 
state he founded went down with him into the grave. I 
would call him Washington, but the great Virginian held 
slaves. This man risked his empire rather than permit 
the slave trade in the humblest village of his dominion. 

You think me a fanatic tonight, for you read history 
not with your ¢yes, but with your prejudices.: But fifty 
years hence, when truth shall get a hearing, the muse of 
history will put Phocion for the Greek, Brutus for the 
Roman, Hampden for England, Fayette for France, choose 
Washington as the bright consummate flower of earlier 
civilization, and John Brown the ripe fruit of our noon 
day, and then, dipping ler pen in the sunlight, will write 
‘in the clear above them all the name of the soldier, 
the statesman, the martyr, Toussaint L’Ouverture.” 

From the moment that Toussaint was betrayed, the 
negroes on the island began to doubt the sincerity of the 
French and plunged into battle again against them. An- 

other era of bloody debauchery began. 
* 
Human Passions Run Rampant, 

Le Clere, who was the leader of the French, spiked the 
epaulettes of the negro Maurepas to his shoulders and 
threw him into the sea. He did the same to the 500 sol- 
diers of Maurepas. Dessalines, the man who was destined 
to become the first president of Haiti, saw the proceed- 
ing, took 500 of the French officers from the prison and 


a 


All the human passions seemed unchained and allowed 
to run rampant, wild. The French were possessed to ex- 
terminate the men whose only sin had been to desire and 
to fight for their freedom. All along the shore, every- 
where were gibbets, funeral piles, crosses, whips, and 
every soldier, colonist, and sailor was engaged in the 
process of strangling, slaying, and drowning human be- 
ings. History was ransacked for hideous ways of put- 
thing them to death, as they soon tired of the old forms of 
torture. Some had their bodies lacerated by the scourge 
and then were fastened to a post im the vicinity of a 
marsh that they might be devdured half alive by blood 
sucking insects. Others were burnt alive over slow fires. 
In the country the trees loaded with flowers served as 
gallows. and always the sea and the scaffold served as ex- 
cellent means of ending life. Dogs even were imported 
for the purpose of running down the enemy and hunting 
them out. Huge arenas, modeled after the Roman ones, 
were built where a multitude each day would assemble 
and watch the negroes thrown inside and left victims to 
the hunger maddened dogs, which would rush in upon 
them. 

It was not long, however, before the whole island. 
aroused, moved like one man against the French and suc- 
ceeded in driving them away. Dessalines came to the 
front. San Domingo now was hardly more than a ravaged 


desert, populated with hordes of blacks. But the final act priate 


of cruelty remained to be committed. Dessalines proceed- 
ed to put to death every white man whom he came across. 
The massacre was horrible, but Dessalines was a monstér 
in the first place and in the second place he had seen 
blacks put to death in a hundred different ways and had 
long had a price on his own head and been threatened 
with the most terrible death that human beings could 
devise, once he was caught. 

With victory he became the first president of Haiti. 
He was assassinated before long, and Christophe, who sac- 
ceeded him, was no less a frightfully inhuman monster. 

It was in 1804 that Dessalines took office and since thut 
time there has been no diminution in the quantity aud 
quality of the uprisings. And its red, red history from 
that time down to the present is usually cited as irrefuta- 
Wle evidence of the impossibility of the blacks ever 
amounting to anything. It is a rich country, though. 
agriculturally, and it is claimed by men who still have 
hope for Haiti that it should not be judged too harshly 
as the Haitians are still for the most part a primitive 
people. Haiti has never really received any sympathy 
from anywhere, and had the European war not com: on, 
our country might have been placed in a decidedly deli- 
cate position in the preventing of too aggressive measures 
by the foreign nations. —

VIATORS in the great war cannot al- 
ways descend when they want to de- 
liver messages, and although many 
aeroplanes are fitted with wireless, the 
range is not only small but it is always a diffi- 
cult matter to send messages owing to the 
interference with the electrical waves due to 
the vibration of the aeroplane engine and the 


. speed of the machine. 


The illustration shows a special apparatus 
for dropping messages. The message is writ- 
ten and placed in a hollow cylinder. The head 
of the cylinder is weighted with lead so that 
it will drop vertically. In this head is a pin 
connected with springs. When the pin strikes 
the ground it is forced in and by means of the 
springs it fires ‘a quantity of “ Bengal fire ” in 
the base of the cylinder. 

The Bengal fire throws off not only a bril- 
liant light but also a large volume of smoke, 
so that the position where it has dropped can 
be seen both at nicht and during the day. 

The invention is due to the French aviator, 
Paul Fugairon, and it has proved valuable at 
the front. Without wasting valuable time in 
descending and ascending again the aviator is 
able to drop his message, swing around again 
at once, and reconnoiter the enemy’s —

Following the 90, you will find D 12. 
Now you are ready to find the Ostrich. 
Placing the finger on-D at the top of the 
map, run it down in an imaginary line 
‘until you cross another imaginary line 
drawn straight from the number 12 at 
the left of the map. The intersecting 
point constitutes the approximate posi- 
tion of the Ostrich cage. By looking for 
the number 90 you can place it exactly.

The leading corset maker of New York, 
be it known, is a man, although the busi- 
ness is run under a feminine name. He tells 
me that the new figure is to be well supported 
and well corseted throughout. For the me- 
dium height the corset will extend some six 
or eight inches above the waistline, and most 
of the made to order corsets display a back 
several inches higher in proportion than the 
front. This is to take due care of the su- 
perabundant flesh that has been allowed to 
accumulate around the shoulder blades since 
the days of the low or girdle cut corsets. 

The normal figure invariably displays a 
marked curve-in at the region of the waist. 
For several years now we have been striv- 
ing’ to obliterate this curve; to make a 


straight line from the armpit to the hip. 


This man corsetiere tells me that be has often 
had to place a soft pad all around the waist- 
line in many of his most expensive corsets in 
order to bridge over this natural curve, and 
so enable the wearer to display the coveted 
straight line that marked the fashions of the 
day. 

Now, however, the new cut in corsets, in- 
stead of ignorings makes a very marked 
feature of this same in-curve, Broad enough 
through the diaphragm to allow of very deep 
breathing habitually, the cut is, nevertheless, 
much less generous than it has been of late. 
Where one desires to restrain superfluous 
flesh, a good corsetiere will insert elastic gores 
in the front, so that the due process of deep 
breathing is not interfered with. 

‘With the more bouffant sk'rts that mark 
the latter mode, the cry of “Hips in” is 
not nearly so insistent as it was, even in 
the late spring styles. When skirts are full 
over the hips—and panniers seem to be more 
than a threat, they are becoming a reality— 
then there is less need of restraining the line 
there. So it is that the new cut in corsets 
declares for a shorter skirt, a lengthened 
waist line, and a closer fit throughout above. 

But, and mark it well, there is to be no 
hint of a nipped-in waist, no suggestion of 
corset laces too closely drawn, no return of 
that silly deformity, the hour glass figure. The 
new corset lines will establish a more har- 
monious proportion between bust and hip 
measures and will remove those sagging lines 
of the figure that went well enough when 
kimono sleeves and loose blousy waists were 
worn, but which will not accord in the least 
with the snug trigness of the new lines in 
the Directoire fashions.

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A commonplace dining room modernized into a dining room and living room. 


LOWLY but surely the forma! din- 
ing room in the modern home is 
becoming obsolete. Its disappear- 
ance will soon be as complete as 
the disappearance of the regula- 

tion old time front and back parlor. The 
tendency nowadays is to make the liv- 
ing room and dining room into one. arch- 
itecta, decorators, and furnishers seem 
to have made a strong combination in 
favor of this arrangement. 
The discomforts of the average dining 
room are so apparent that we wonder 
now, in summing them up, that they have 
mot been revolted against longago. The 
furniture usually includes a table} far 
Jireer than 1s necessary, filling thé whole 
Biter of the room. The family is crowd- 
“out from the center, by this monster, 
aed crowded in again by the cumbersome 
‘and buffet. The free moving 
Space in the whole room is absirdly re- 
stricted to a narrow strip around the 
table. Thus is the family cowed and 
cornered into discomfort by the owner- 
ship of a “‘ dining room set.” 
These who can afford to do 80 look for 
- the modernizing of the dining room in the 
reconstruction of the room itself. Those 
who cannot find the modernizing touch in 
the choice and rearrangement of the fur- 
hiture. Benches are coming into decided 
favor as dining room adjuncts. They are 
easily disposed of when the meal! is over, 
and they give the required uniform 


_ ‘height to those seated around the festive 


board. 

Several prominent hotels have adopted 
the foreign manner of having the continu- 
ous upholstered bench made to the wall 
tar around the room.

The table of the drop leaf or gate leg 
variety is popular, as it may be folded 
and set aside at pleasure. One thing | 
certain, the regulation old fashioned big 
dining room table, set directly across the 
middle of the room, is doomed. 

Sets of drawers, either built in or de- 
tached, are a necessary part of the living 
room and dining room equipment. Regu- 
lar china cabinets are used, but they differ 
from the old style china cabinet. The 
doors are made of wood instead of glass. 
They are based on sets of drawers. None 
of the table silver, napery, china, gliass- 
ware, etc., is displayed excepting at meal 
times. Between meals it is all, every. bit 
of it, concealed in the drawers and cab- 
inets. es 

The newest architectural plans, for 
homes of the simplest construction, show 
built-in tables, indicating the combining 
of breakfast room with the kitchén, as 
well as living room with the dining room. 

Accommodation provided by restau- 
rants, hotels, and clubs for the entertain- 
ment of private parties have had a direct 
bearing on the transformation of the 
home dining room. It has become a com- 
mon custom to give forme! dinner par- 
ties downtown rather than at home. The 
advantages are many. Privacy, music, 
light, good service all are assured, and 
the hostess enjoys herself as well as the 
guest without fear of the misadventure 
of poor cooking or inefficient help. 

The home dining room is reserved for 
the use of the family and only a few in- 
timate friends are occasionally received 
there. This does away with the necessity 
of a huge room and wholesale fequire- 
ments in the way of cutlery, porcelain, 
table linen, etc. Experience has taught 
the modern hostess that dinners given at 
clubs, summer gardens, hotels, etc., are 
no more expensive than thoee given at 
home and that they require infinitely less 
painstaking. 

The table in the living room, and chairs 
and benches of even height, really should 
answer all requirements at meal times, 
for those who “ eat to live.” Ofcourse if 
you “live to eat,” every function of the 
dining room should emphasize the im- 
portance of that fact.

“ Barney,” whose Christian name is Christian, has 


Life provides few experi- 
ences designed to quicken the pulse and tingle the 
Serves that have not swum into the sphere of this 
etstwhile organizer of the most efficient swindling 
machine in Cook county history. 


In his boyhood days ‘‘ Barney” was a playmate of 


the late Fred A. Busse, former mayor of Chicago— 
an accident of fate which later caused Mr. Busse con- 
siderable campaign embarrassment. While Busse 
leatned to take the political pulse of the common 
people and laid aside much moneys for campaign ex- 
Denses from a paying coal business, ‘ Barney” de-

This dblaien swindle was “Barney's” chet 
d’euvre in criminal organization, his masterpiece of 
collusion between crooks and police. As he has re 
lated its workings om the witness stand, it is hardly 
possible to learn why it failed to keep on working. 
But it went smash, and “ Barney” and “Jimmy” 


Ryan were sentenced to serve indeterminate terms in 


the state penitentiary at Joliet of from one to four- 
teen years. 


The indictments galled “ Barney.” He thought he 


had been double crossed, and he probably had. He 


said he was going to expose the crookedness in the 
detective bureau. The Rialto duel followed, Detec- 
tive Sergeant Egan, Detective Monaghan, and

Ryan, his brother, near death at a hospital with an — 


incurable disease, was the founder of the business. 
Frank was also convicted along with “Jimmy” and 
“ Barney” last year for operating a confidence swin- 
dle}; but the latter two with a fraternal devotion, it is 
said, obtained a written contract with Mr. Hoyne 
under the terms of which Frank was to be immune 
from imprisonment in acknowledgment of “ Bar- 
ney’s” and “Jimmy’s” full and complete testimony 
in behalf of the state. | 

Frank and “Jimmy” Ryan were Chicago boys 
with a fair eduéation and an extraordinary amount 
of ingenuity, Their boyhood friends had been swin- 
dlers, thieves, and crooked policemen. They found 
they could exercise their cleverness to a much 
greater profit by swindling than at any honest work 
left open to on.

Frank, according to his testimony, first operated 
the clairvoyant swindle in 1900 in Syracuse, Utica, 
Beston, and New York. He came to Chicago om a 
prospecting tour in that year, but found that at that 
time he could not establish the proper connections 
with the police, so he returned a year later. 

The “ boys ” (other clairvoyant operators) had told 
Frank that the clairvoyant field was ripe in Chicago 
and that the man to be seem for police protection was 
“ Barney ” Bertsche. Frank, says Bertsche, arranged 
to pay him $800 a month fer police protection and 
set up an elaborate clairvoyant parlor partnership 
with Harry Waite at 1128 South Michigan avenue. 

Frank and Wajte advertised fn Chicago papers 
not Tut Trrune—as Prof. Ross, mer, astrologer, 
and palmist. “Prof. Ross'” readings were quoted 
at 50 cents and a dollar; bet no one who had 
more than a dollar ever got away without first pay- 
ing over at least his total ready cash. “The suck- 
ers were coming too fast,” to use Frank's own words, 
“to be handled in one place,” so he and Waite opened 
up another parlor at 1316 South Michigan, where 
Frank operated under the name “ Prof. Milton.” 

The protection sum after this new venture, accord- 
ing to Frank’s testimony, took a sudden rise to $400 
a month. It was at this time, too, according to 
Frank's evidence, that he came into personal touch 
with one of the alleged recipients of the protection 
money. Fragk’s testimony on this point was: 
Q—Did you know the defendant O'Brien in this 

Q.— When ‘aid you first meet him? A—In the 
seca: Bank 6 HEGECA, ERE Bertache introduced me 
to him. if 
Q.—What was eald at ‘the time of the introduc 
tion? A—Barney ssid, “This is O’Brien. He is 
working on clafrvoyants now. He'll take care of you.” 

This reference to the fact that O’Brien was work- 
ing on clairvoyants explains the successes of various 
coalitions. In the detective bureau a certain number 
of plain clothes men are assigned to special duties, 
like the violation of the 1 o’clock closing ordinance, 
the vice district, and clairvoyants. When a case of 
violation of the law is reported it fs placed in the 
hands of the apecial detectives assigned to that par- 
ticular work. 

Frank, to retura to him, was getting along fa- 
mously. His annual income, he has stated, was, 
exclusive of protection money, $12,000 a year. But 
all of a euddeb he and Harry Waite hed # fight, their 
partnership wao dissolved, and Frauk, fearing his 
game was up, decided to leave town. Bertsche, 
shrewd business man that he is, recognized Frank's 
abilities and assured him, “ You can stay here as 


Jong as you want to, You'll get police protection.” 


That was satisfactory to Frank provided he would 
be able to work alone; he agreed | and stayed, 
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Later Frank took “ Barney” in as a partner. By 
partnership, in this case, was meant that Bertsche 
and Ryan were to share equally the money Frank 
took from the “suckers.” The profits—which were 
the gross receipts, minus the expenses and protection 
money—in this new arrangement were $15,000 in five 
months. 

One “Old Doc” Russell, a venerable seer, was at 
that time mulcting the gullible quite profitably at 
1710 South Michigan avenue. According to Frank's 
testimony, O’Brien was “ looking after” the old doc 
also. The old doc, it seems, was a bit crude in his 
methods, going a little raw even on some of his 
ventures, in consequence of which there were .ome 
victims who were vainly hopeful enough to believe 
if they set up a howl they would get thelr money 
back. They didn’t—that goes without saying; but, 
ince the old doc went out of town several times 
following a warm deal, it proved very embarrassing 
to Frank. 

Frank wanted a clear field with no competition. 

There was a telephone conversation, according to 
Frank, which took place {n Bertsche’s saloon, during 
which Berteche informed “ Caroline” (O’Brien) that 
Russell would have to get out of town. The old doe 
had previously been given a sound beating and 
robbed by Bertsche, so he had few regrets in leaving 
Chicago. O’Brien, it, was testified, officiated at the 
untimely demise of the old doc in the Chicago 
clairvoyant business. 

Frank, unhampered by competition, was growing 
prosperous again—eo prosperous, in fact, that, he 
has stated, O’Brien declared the two should do away 
with the middleman and O’Brien should have $1,000 
a month (which proposition, Frank asserted, he de- 
Clined to accede to). Bertsche was doing very well 
es a fixer, Frank thought; connections had been 
established in such a manner that when the fleeced 


ones “ squawked” there was no interference on the 


part of the police. Frank telegraphed his brother 
“Jimmy,” who was enjoying the bucolic life on @ 
ranch in Wyoming at the time, to come on to Chi- 
cago and get in.

* Jimmy" Comes In. 

For a while both Frank and “Jimmy” went an- 
der the name of Prof. Robert L. Milton. Their busi- 
ness, as “Jimmy” hes related on the stand, had 
mainly to do with ascertaining how much money 
each client bad and then getting it all. Their clair- 
yoyant powers, which inspired their dupes with con- 
fidence to the extent of trusting them with money 
for investment, were the result of a most elaborate 
aystem. 

For the most part the visitors to the clairvoyant 
parlors were women ; credulous, nervous women witb 
money on their hands, a desire for a husband, and 
in dire meed of @ protector. When a “38” (a victim) 
éame to the parlors she would be shown into the 
waiting room, where there were a group of other 
women “waiting to see the proféssor.” These 
women were “dummies,” who posed as widows. 

“sently the waiting “ widows,” growieg impe- 


tient with the “ ee cae 
would begin to talk. They would 
about their “ dead busbands,” how 
left, and what they wanted to learn from the “ pro- 
fessor.” Here the dupé, finding in 
ones a sympathetic bond of affliction, would unload 
her burden of troubles to very sympathetic and very 
eager ears. In fact, the “widows” would be” 
eager to hear the dupe’s story that before 
“ professor” announced he would see the next 
line the visitor had told quite all her story—her 
name, her address, ber late husband’s name, how 
ee te eae 
and what she wanted:to know from thd peer. 

The waiting “widows” having consulted the 
“ professor,” the latter would be pretty well stocked 
up with information about his prospective client. 
When the dupe came into the office he would go 
through some hokus-pokus before she was seated and 
casually drop a remark like “You needn’t worry, 
Mrs. Blank; John loves you more tow than he dM 
even when he died threes years ago.” 

The dupe, at hearing her own name, ber husband's 
name, a message from him, and the true statement 
placing his death as three years before, ere she had 
evefl opened her mouth, would be quite overwhelmed 
at the psychic powers of the “ professor” and will 
ing to entrast all she possessed to such an one. 

Sometimes the client is reticent. She declines to 
be pumped by the eympathetic “widows.” Whes 
she is finally ushered into the presence of the august 
“professor” she finds that Individual too entirely pre- 
occupied with the ethereal, the subconscious, the 
other plane of life, to give her mach attention He 
is vague, preoccupied. He utters monosyllables. 
The client sees plainly that the “professor's” 
connections with the spirit world are cross-circulted, 
that he is out of harmony with the spheres. 

The “ professor ” in agonised tones tells her finally 
that she will have to come back at some future date, 
that he is sorry he is unable to givé ber a satisfac 
tory reading. When the cliemt departs she is fol- 
lowed by an attaché of the parlors, followed all the 
way to her home. There the obliging janitor, oblig- 
ing neighbors, the obliging servants are interviewed 
extensively. Upon the returm of the client the 
“professor” finds his psychic powers hitting on 
all six cylinders. 

“Old Doe” «Russell need a dictagraph on bis 
clients while Bis “dommies” tuterviewed them in 
the waiting room. The Ryan brothers worked an- 
other scheme to get a line on their clients. When 
a woman came in she was asked by an attendant 
to write out » list of questions she wented to know, 
put down her name and address, and place the paper 
on her forebead. The attendant would later place 
the paper on his forebead, mumbling to himself and 
going through some mystic hokus-pokus with his free 


hand. This finished, he would substitute a blank 


piece of paper be had in bis hand for the one with 
the questions on it and hand it to ber, all the time 
keeping her attention by Quéstions and answers. 
Fisfore she would have time to recognize the sub 


gtitution she would be asked if she wanted to re- 
tain the sheet any longer, and upon her replying sbe 
didn’t (which the clients did, nine times out of ten), 
the attendant would tear it up and keep the original 
for the later use of the “ professor.” 

These schemes worked—all of them. Even the 
swindled ones on the witness stand later still be- 
lieved that the Ryan brothers possessed uncanny 
psychic gifts. The women especially came back for 
more costly readings through the confidence the 
crooks inspired, and usually asked how they should 
invest the money left them. The “professor” at 
such questions would immediately get in touch with 
the spirit world and learn what were the best money 
making propositions on the current market of the 
mundane world. Usually the spirits expressed a 
preference for copper mining stocks. The Ryan 
brothers had several bales of gold stenciled and en- 
gtaved copper mining stock certificates always on 
hand. The “professor” would ever be pleased to 
make the investment and would assure the 
that big dividends would be forthcoming with the 
stock rising in price all the while The certifi- 
cates came in handy. Every month or so the suckers 
would receive a few dollars “dividends” on the 
stock“ to kid them along,” in Jimmy Ryan's words,

Mrs. Rapp Appears. 

Mrs. Mary Rapp of Naperville, Ill. invested in 
$11,000 worth of Frank Ryan's choicest mining cer- 
tificates. Mrs. Rapp, a widow, sought news from 
her late husband and his advice on the use of the 
money she had on hand.

| HE katydid is the prophet 
and the requiem, the 


memory of warm, moist 
nights, the promise of cold, sav- 
age days. He is the link in the 
seasons which binds the yester- 
day of summer to the tomorrow 
of winter. The dogmatic reit- 
eration of his manner of asser- 
tion and the irrelevance of his 
idea make him melancholic. 

“Katy did” is the statement 
of an entirely inconsequential 
fact in the face of tremendous 
event. The earth and the things 
upon it await that alteration 
which here exchanges vegeta- 
tion for glaciation. The theme 
of the prophet which folk think 
foretells the coming of frost, 
which is the forerunner of the 
great change, is “ Katy did.” 

It is so human to assert a 
triviality and insist upon it, to 
be dogmatic and disputatious 
about nothing that concerns 
anything, and to do so when the 
precise laws of an eternally or- 
dered system are plainly at 
work, that the katydid, with his 
suggestive and pleasant mo- 
notony, reveals to the‘ listener 
something in human life—a 
triviality noisy, insistent, confi- 
dent, and assured in the face of 
great consequence.

It is more 
convincing, in such an argument as this, 
to deal with concrete facts; and since our

UCH is being said these days about 
unemployment; few unders 
just what the word means. To the 

lay mind it stands for the condition of 
being without work, but the term, oftener 
than not, is scientific to an extent and 
therefore apt to mislead. Unemploy- 
ment and times are not n ily 
synonomous. 

All statistics relating to unemployment 
are merely approximative. It is not 
sible to give any definite figures. 
census of 1900 shows that 22.3 per cent 
of the 29,073,233 wage earners ten years 
of age and over were unemployed at some 
time or other. In 1910 there were 38,- 
756,223 persons e in gainful occu- 
pations in the United States. Although 
the unemployment data for that year has 
not been completed by the Bureau of the 
Census, it is believed that less than one- 
fourth was unemployed. 

But such unemployment means a 
period at some time or other during the 
year and varies from one to twelve 
months. The greatest percentage was 
idle less than three months. 

We often hear this question: ‘“‘Why is 
there any unemployment at all?’ For 
the g reason that the full working 
strength of a community or nation is 
never exerted. As far as all available 
records show, it has never been possible, 
at any time or anywhere, to provide 
every person without work wit prof- 
itable employment. : 

Employment depends upon the weath- 
er to a greater extent than is supposed. 
Fires and earthquakes suddenly increase 


the ranks of. the unemployed. Bad 
weather can play havoc with jobs of the 
seasonal kind on our farms or in those 
occupations known as intermittent, such 
as working, lake and river service 
and all out-door callings. Again, New 
York statistics show conclusively that 
labor disputes have been a more impor- 
tant factor in years of-low unemployment 
than in other years. The New York statis- 
tics—which are representative for the 
country in general—bring out the strik- 
ing phenomenon of the recurrence, at 
regular intervals, of periods of low un- 
employment. The amount of labor em- 
ploy leads government experts to be- 
ieve that there are cyclical as well as 
seasonal fluctuations and that periods of 
high unemployment occur at intervals of 
about four years. 

Old age, illness, recreation, competence, 
tendency to travel and bereavement 
must, of course, be reckoned. Other con- 
siderations are the effect of competition, 
changes in tariff laws, wage disputes, in- 
dustrial combinations, overdoing new 
industries, overburdened professions, im- 
migration and the increased participa- 
tion of women in gainful pursuits. 

Census returns do not indicate what 
proportion of our population is habit- 
ually out of work on account of incaphec- 
ity, unwillingness to work or constant 
inability to find work. But it does not 
appear, in any thorough study of figures 
on the subject, that the fluctuations in 
the ranks of the unemployed are nec- 
essarily due to hard times.
